They couldn’t run a little bit 
They started well, but couldn't finish 
one, two, three, seven. They seemed 
to regard the wire as a dead line. 
The result was I lost all my winnings 
of the year before when I had 
great success and had sayed from 
Purses atid bets $27,000. It slipped 
through my fingers as if it. was _ereas- 
ed and I amilst regretted that I didn't 
hand it to the “bookies” in a lump 
instead of betting a few hundred 
daily 

“When it was all gone I made ar 
rangements for the keep of my horses 
and started out to repair my fortunes 
In some other business.

Writing on tt reg 
schools, James W. Robertson, com 
missioner of agriculture and da@iry- 
ing for Canada, says 

“What and how ehall it be with 
Canada a bundred years hence’? The 
Girection and rate of progress will 
depend largely upon the quality of 
education given in the pubiic. school 
A ty to see the coming needs 
I bilities, and earne 4 
aympathy with these, ar t talents 
Which good men have put at tl t 
vice of their fellows in the past. They 
bave not always been understood anc 
welcomed in their day but they 
cannot be dispensed with except at 

¢ cost of stagnation and decay in 
the nation’s life 

Again Profes: Robertson writes 

“Schools have the two fold use of 
important information and training 
the powers of the pupils. Knowledge 
is certainly necessary; but the ac 
quiring of ft can hardly be counted 
the main purpose of education -untess 
that be elso the chief end of life 
The learnitie of any eeod thing really 
well, and endeavoring to apply t 
carefully to thought and conduct 
have a fine effect upon character 
They refine and strengthen it The 
point is that the learning and = the 
applic ation should eo ‘hand in hand 

Manual! training is a means 
of developing mental. more than 
musenlar, power and is not a short 

t or a long step towards learning 
a trade.” 


Regarding the purpose 
vfe Robertson writes 
“A child ts one and 
ithouch in seeking clearness of 
planation we speak of the body 
* emotions, the intellect and the 
Sound education implies progress 
intelligence, In practical ability, and 
ip desire and capacity to work with 
others for the good of all. It involves 
the training of the body and its 
sepsea, the training of the intellect, 
and the training of the moral nature 
also Manual training fittingly finds 
its place in such an education. Tt is 
a means in the development of moral 
as well as mental power, Books are 
only agencies and there are others 
no less suitable. Indeed some of us 
think that materials, tools and exer- 
cises with them. plants, instruments 
and exercises with them, are much 
more useful than books alone can be 
particularly during the public ‘school 
ave of children.’ 
Manual training, Professor Robert 
points out, is different from ap

for their commercial value. But a

practically as much drawing with 
pencil on paper as it dors wood 
work by the use of toole. It fs really 
hand and eye training It is not in 
the nature of a new subject or study 
to be added to an already over- 
burdened school course It does not 
_ offer an unprofitable knowledge of 
facts, but ft does furnish nourishing 
recreation for the mental powers of 
the boys. Its purpore fs to train the 
child with system and « e to observe 
interpret, to construct and thus to 
express his thought 
And whence came the money to 
put manual training on a firm basis 
Canada? Professor Robertson says 
that the favorable hd Informing re 
wt submitted by reyal commis 
ston on June 25 1sGR was the 
foundation of the plan which the gen 
‘ y of Sir Wm.
